natural outlets, with those where these ex 
ist; to create for the products of the soil

It ia proper to remark, that the canal, , 
before being entirely completed from 
Georgetown to Pittsburg, will still give ( 
successive results from the very commence- ,i 
ment nf its construction: for, while the work ^ 
will advance, on the one side from Pills- , 
burgh, and on the o'lier from Georgetown, 
the distance of transportation by land be- ( 
tween these twn places will diminish finnu- g 
ally; and, particularly nri the Eastern sec- , 
tion, each portion, when finished, from nne ( 
•tributary of the Potomac to the mh-'r, will j 
place the valley of this tributary m com- 
municaii'in with the ocean. Thus, each , 
portion as soon aa built, will successive* \ 
ly produce a partial result, and will afford | 
advantagea which will indemnify, if not en- I 
tirely, at least in part, the expenses incur¬ 
red hum year to year: although it will ooly 
be when the whole line -hall be completed, 
that the canal, being brought into full , 
operation, will prmluce the complete results 
for which it is destined. It is only for 
this period that the following calculations 
are made.

The annual amount of exportation nf the 
articles of the fii»t ■ lass hat been (Jiffer<*n'- 
ly estimated at different periods: 275 000 
I tons have been considered as a mioimum, 
and 390 000 as a maximum. We will a» 
dopt 350,(XX) tons, which at the moderate 
waf’iatisn of sixty dollars per tun, gives 
$2l’000,000. 

These exporlatinns together comprise 
those made to New Orleans, and those 
made to the Atlantic by the Potomac and 
land communicilioDS. It is certain that 
the facility of transport offered by tbe ca¬ 
nal will increase tbe anaount of these ex¬ 
portations; that is to sav, will cauae an 
increase of pi odnriion. InTa i, ifthe Mia- 
ai'Sippi is the outlet o*' the tates above e- 
numeraied, ro the Golf «f Mexico, the 
Chesapeake end Ohio Canal will become 
their outlet to the Chesapeake. These 
alates, thus having two water cnnnnunica-

But this creation of products, of which 
the (ransporiBiinn and eipnriaiion will 
take place from Weit to East, will cause iu 
itself an increase of return trade, which 
would not exist if the canal itself did not 
exist.

That the late elec¬ 
tion ot President presented the spectacle of‘a 
People struggling for power against their 
servants’—‘'that tbe chief employment of the 
administration is to secure its continuance in 
power’—’tbat the liberty and the freedom of 
(he press is assailed where ever the influence 
of administration extends’—'the people them- 
aelvea are not to question their rulers al 
though it is admiiteil they have seized upon 
power against the will of the people’—These 
sre t few of the glaring instances of aberra- 
ti.on from facta and from correct doctrines' 
exhibited in the address of this meeting—in¬ 
deed the whole might be presentml as the 
bandied stories of opposition preaaea, inatitu 
ted for the express purpose of opposition at 
all events, vamped up with a little newness 
of phraise and presented with sn air of ap¬ 
parent fairness calculated to catch and to lead 
aalray 

As thia meeting of malcontents have retted 
their denuncislions upon mere assertions, we 
can oiler no ipom in counteraction than an 
absolute contradiction of the whole, and will 
enter the lists st sny lime to shew that all 
these impulstlons against the existing admin 
titration are groundless and untenable. We 
are as Tittle anxious to induce a controversy 
of this sort as fo avoid It, but if the gcntle- 
■min from Baltimore will present their avgti 
ment and their proofs^ we shall feel every 
disposition to make a fair and full investiga¬ 
tion of them. 

We hope the rvflecting men of Maryland 
will not lulTer themselves to be hurried oft' 
into thesrild'Uproar'of impetuous parly oon 


We have not yet congratulated our readers 
upon the happy defeat of the Woollen Bill as 
i t was called or the new tariff', that was to tax 
cheap coarse woollens out of our country in 
order to give a monopoly to certain money 
making manufacturers tO sell us theirs at a 
dearer rate. We were astonished and some¬ 
what alarmed at the apathy which seemed to 
prevail every where on this subject at first— 
but to our great joy we found, that a spirit of 
resistance began to appear against this unjust, 
this pernicious measure, and we hope now, 
that, should another iniquitous attempt of the 
same sort be made, the country wiH be better 
['prepared and more prompt to resist a measure 
which, in violation of all loiind principles of 
political economy, is intended to oppreu tbe 
many for the exclusive benefit of the few. It 
was bid enough to tee men (Vom the west U 
from the east sustaining the self destroying 
project, but when we found Representatives 
from Virginia and Marylsnd voting for a pro¬ 
hibitory tax upon imported coarse cloths, so 
essential for the coicfori of the poorer class of NAVAL STORES, Tar, 

our fellow citizens, and thereby aubjecting Pitch,..- 

them to the imposition of monoporitls at 
Home, we thought it madoeat. 

That men from the interiour, where it is 
more easy and more profitable to manufacture 
than to carry on foreign commerce—or that 
some men from the cast who have given up 
trade for manufaoiures, ctuisidering it more 
lucrative because of the protection already af¬ 
forded to It, should advocate the excluiion of 
all foreign manufacturei in order that their 
own might be used at higher prices, is 
not a matter ao much to be wondered at 
—Hut that a man should be found from 
the Atlantic and Commercial States, that 
would strike such a blow at trade 
and agriculture aa this, is to say the least of 
, a strange affair. We wish most sincerely, 
that our good people, instead of yielding 
themselves up into the hands of political 
Khemers who are seeking their own ends and 
withdrawing the people’s attention from mat¬ 
ters of serious concern, would look more into 
Btibjecls that aff'ect their own and their coun¬ 
try’s interest, and give their political strength 
and influence to promote good and auppress 
bad mcasiires. Good meuures are the ob- 
ects for the people to pursue, and let your 
Gen. Jackson men, and your Caucus men, and 
your trimmers, and lemportsera manage their 
own plans to suit their own views—but let 
the great body of the people keep a watch a-

Respected Friend, 

Having, per order of Dr, Tilton, sent 
thee some quicks for hedging, from my 
nursery, (or rather (bat of my son's) pe> 
mit me to suggest the following bints with 
respect to (be mode of plantiog and general 
treatment. 

1. The ground where they are planted 
ahould be well dug up, or ploughed, and 
cleared of grats'rools, and other pests. 

2. The tap roots, where long, ahould be 
cut to a convealeni length for planting, and 
Ihe top reduced in Ibe same or a greater 
proportion. 

S The ground should be made good, if 
not naturally rich by well rotted compost, 
or other manure avoiding hot or partially 
decomposed stablu dung. 

4. The plaata are act in upright oo the 
level surface, at nine or ten inches apart 
from each other, being first ostorfed, end 
those ot tbe tome length arranged conti¬ 
guous to each other; otherwise the large 
ones will overtop the smaller, stint their 
growth and produce ao irregular and iiO' 
perfect hedge.

LAW OF MARYLAND. 

The Bill to punish certain trespasses, 
which we formerly mentioned was iotrodo- 
ced into the House of Delegates by Mr. 
Buchanan, nf Baltimore county, after being 
emended at his suggestion, passed the Sen¬ 
ate on the last day of the session, and is 
DOW a law, .dJfJdCT declaring certain 
trespasses felony, and for other purposes. 

Sec. 1. Re it enacted by the General 
Assembly of Maryland, I'bat if toy person 
shall cut down or causa or iodoee auy person 
to cut down any lir^ber or tree, of a sice 
not less Ibao tbo^e commonly wed roramall 
hoop-pniet, nith inlcBt to sfeql (he same, 
or la ee«ae or Induce wny other pervon to 
Steel Ihe same, or any part thereof, eVery 
person so offending, his or her aiders uc 
abettors having knowledge of such iuteot to 
■leal, abatl be edjudged guilty of felony, add 
ehall be sentenced to aueb punishment as 
now is, or as sliall hereafter be prescribed 
by law, for felony is only stealing goods or 
chatties to tbe value of (he tree or frees 
which shall be so cut down as aloresaid, & 
of the injury thereby occasioned. 

Sec. 2. And be it enacted, Tbat every 
person wbo shall, advisedly aod maliciously, 
with intent to injure (be owner of any land, 
house or buildiug, cut down any tree, or 
cut down, break, dig, or puli up, or in any 
other manner destroy or injure any part of 
any bouse or other building, or of any wall 
or fence, or any ornament, or other valua¬ 
ble article, attached to any house, or other 
building, wall m fence, shall be deemed 
guilty of a mesdemeanor, and on cnnvictibli 
thereof, aball be atljudged to be finUd or 
imprisoned, or both, in the diacreiion of 
tbe Court, before which an; such peraoD 
shall be tried and eontided. ■ 


WASHINGTON, March 26. 

A report having found ita way into lev- 
eral papera, that ao arrangement of the'dif- 
(ereoce oo tha (Tolnoial question with Gieat 
Britain had been made by Mr GsIlBiin, we 
have taken eomc pains to inquire into the 
truth of i(. We learn that there ia ni 
ground whatever for the report; but ibals 
oo tbe contrary, Great Britian pereevefO* 
in aliogelhei refusing to treat on that ques- 
linn. There ia, therefore, no prospect 
whatever of any adjustment of it by coo- 
vention. 

It is now more than ever a matter of re¬ 
gret, (bat Congress should haye adjourned 
without passing any new law. The bill 
which was simultsoeoualy reported by the 
committees of the two Houiea specified 
Ihe conditions on which this Government 
was willing to place the' trade. They 
were reasonable & moderate, and contain¬ 
ed the sroalleat amount of privilege with 
which ihie eoantry, with any regard to its 
ioteresis, could be aatufied. Had tbat bill 
passed it would have tubaUtitially met Ihe 
terma of the Briliah' eel of Parliament of 
1825, and been a legiilativepropoiiiion to 
tbe British Goveroaicnt, whmh could not 
have l»«n declined without iie beingmaR- 
ifast to Ihe whole world that Great Britain 
is unwining to place (ba trade with ^tbia 
coBotry 00 the taao footing as she has put 
it with all ulher nations. It may be ask¬ 
ed, why cannot, the same eonditiooe ho 
(brown into the form of a CboventidoP— 
Tlie aoswer Is, beeaute Great Rlrltiao tefff 
••ol Ireol.—The seoste, by-puttihg aside' 
the bill of its own Commilteo, and suBati-

COLONIAL TRADE. 

The Proclamatioo of the Preaklebt of 
the U. S. pubiiahed jo our last, declaring 
the occurrence of the event when it was 
provided by law that all trade between the 
Uriliah West,India ports and our own: 
should cease, was the known and inavita- 
ble cooseqnencB of Ihe rafnsal of Congress 
to act op this subject. The oegoUation 
havingfailed, tbe President most properly 
Bubmitled tbe matter to Congress—they 
posipuoed this grave & weighty matter until 
towards the last of the session, when the 
two Houses, differing upon the inlrodaclioii 
of a clause of restriction in case nothing 
more favourable should be effected by the 
last of December nett, suffered (he bill 
brought io upon that subject t« fall Ibroogh. 
Thus tbe most .impoiffint National concern 
which was presented to Congress was sban* 
doned, and Ihe great Commercial and Ag¬ 
ricultural inteieste of Ibe country must 
suffer for it. Thus too the common good 
and general welfare is trifled with by those 
wbo are called their Guardians, whilst the 
time of Congress is consumed io worse than 
idle projects, got up for electioneering 
purposes, to try tobatterdowo the eiistiog 
administration, and to substitute soother 
more suited to their wishes. 

The question.is seriously and properly 
asked, when did the Congress ever engage 
in any uodertakiiig with a direct intent 
to beuefit tbe interests of Agriculture? 
This great interest has been sometimes 
promoted incidentatly through commercial 
arrangements alone, but much ofiener 
baa been the victini of other interests— 
Commerce and agriculture have both paid 
tribute to oavigatiun, and whilst this tribute 
was regulated properly and rationally, it 
war right enough—Commerce, agriculture 
and navigation have ali been severely tsxed 
for Manufactories, until (he manufacturing 
intetest growing arrogant, as it increases 
io strength, assumes a supremacy, and. de¬ 
mands that it shall be sustained even if '* 
occasions all other interetla to languish. 

It is time the people of this country 
should think upon these subjects. Com 
merce aopplies the Treasury with funds and 
agriculture supplies Commroerce—Msnu- 
factories afford not one cent—If commerce 
declines the treasury becomes deficient, 
and that deficiency must be made up by 
laaes paid by farmers, a land tax, house 
tax and so op.—The retrospect is grievous, 
tbe prospect gloomy—ill is lost in miser¬ 
able electioneering, and the nation falls s 
victim to personal and pony schemes. 

THE WHEAT CROP. 

By the first of April we can pretty well 
form an opiDlon as to the chances of this 
crop, and we are sorry to bear that accounts 
from all parts of this shore are uefavorable 
—The backwardness nl the crop is not so 
materisl, because good seasons would bring 
that op—but there are not wheat plants 
enough on the ground to malce a crop. 
Tbe cause of this is defective seed, occa¬ 
sioned by the wet harvest last year, and 
the effects of weavel fly. We have rarely 
experienced a better winter or spring for 
Viheat—during the hard weather it was 
protected by the continued frost—and 
when the frost broke, it suffered nothing 
from, wet aqd frost afterwards—there 
is here sod. there a little good seed 
wheat (fist makea a fine show, but it is 
very little—there is a good deal.uf wheat 
■gem (bat came up weakly and sickly, in 
consequence of tbe defect in the grain 
which bis no streogUi to grow—there are 
also a great many nelds with little or no 
wheat at ,a|i io IbstD. Tbe prospect is very 
bad, and the crop of this year will be unu 
siially short.
